Remarks 

Claims 1-33 remain pending in the application. In the Office Action dated March 21, 
2005, claims 1-23, 28, 29, and 33 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting in view of co-owned U.S. Patent 6,425,151 to LeMeur, Jr. et 
al., either alone or in view of U.S. Patent 6,279,199 to Plate. Additionally, claims 24-27 and 30- 
32 are objected to as depending from rejected base claims.
